JACKSONVILLE — Stricter 
regulations, on use of death-deal- 
i ing pesticides are under consider- 
ation by the#*lorida State Board of 
Health- 

Two hearings have been held. 
Many professionals oppose any 
| control, especialty — they say — 
| since private individuals would not 
be‘subject to regulation. 

Some of the pesticides are so 
lethal that death can result from 
merely brushing a bush that has 
been sprayed, the board says. Six 
such deaths were recorded in Flor- 
ida last year. 

The board proposes that those in 
the bisiness be certified on the job, 
| warning signs would be put up, 
‘employes would have to warn 
neighbors in person about ‘the 
spraying operation and containers 
would have to be carried away. 

Some pesticides would be pro- 
hibited; use of others would be 
restricted. 
| . Changes in regulations regard- 
‘ing structural pest control opera- 
tions are due, also. Chief among 
these would be better protection 
of householders who have paid for 
long term protection. 

The Florida Health Officers’ con- 
ference is meeting through Wed- 
nesday in connection with the 
board's sessions today. 

State Rep. Robert T., Mann of 
Tampa told the health officers 
Monday the legislative committee 
on health and welfare, of which 
he is chairman, does not plan leg- 
islation to prohibit or require flu- 
oridation of drinking water.

Report Shows 


A busy year for ‘the county agri- 
cultural department was reported 
to'the county commission Monday 
by County Agent M. U. Mounts. 

He appeared before the county 
board with members of his depart- 
ment to give his annual review of 
department activities. 

Mounts said his department had 
made 3,240 farrn and home visits; 
had 6,889 office visits, attended 
590 meetings and had received 
some 13,000 telephone calls. 

Charles Tucker, Assistant Agent 
said he had spent most of his year 
in ornamental horticulture, aiding 
new home owners with landscaping 
problems. Also that in this same 
field, a number of 4-H`Club boys 
had been trained: in nursery work 
and growing ornamentals. 

Assistant Agent John Causey, 
reporting on the vegetable indust- 
ry, said some ‚growers made a 
profit while others showed a loss 
—a balance which he said resulted 
in a good year as a whole. The fall 
vegetable crop,-he said, has been 
paying off even though some ten- 
der crops have been hit by cold 
weather. 

Kent Price, assistant in ‘charge 
of livestock, said- Palm Beach 
County now has some 838 dairy 
farms milking about 20,000 cows 
and that: beef cattle in the county 
now number about 125,000, 

Agent Raleigh Griffis, said that 
county’s poultry industry was 
“bouncing back from last year,” 
‘but that many. problems in market- 
ing and control of disease still exist 
in this field. 

Miss Mary Todd, reporting for 
the home demonstration section, 
said the department is growing 
and that registrations. in .home 
demonstration work ang 4-H club 
work has doubled the past year. 
Some 800 women and girls are now 
taking part in, the program.
